Colin McClarty of The Department of Mathematics 
of Cleveland Street University ( recent published work on Toposes and 
Categorial Logic and particularly on the historical origins of 
the Set concept in the work of Cantor and Dedekind as viewed from the 
standpoint supplied by Category Theory on the structure of the 
Category of Sets as a specialisation of that in the Category of Spaces ) 


David Holdsworth of the Department of Mathematics 
of York University, Canada ( work on functorial semantics for 
quantum logics and on the generalisation of the Topos construction 
to provide a framework for a quantum set theory ) 


David Finkelstein Head of the Department of Physics 
at Georgia Tech. He has advised me that he will still be in England 
in June and will certainly attend this meeting, as he has wanted to 
meet Lawvere for a number of years. 


Donald Gillies has said that he would like to contribute a Paper 
on the Thursday, provisionally entitled "Are There Conceptual Revolutions in 
Mathematics?" 

In addition to the above, Kenneth Manders of the University of 
Pittsburgh informs me that he has spoken to a number of American and 
Canadian Logicians and Philosophers, and that the following have indicated

Unfortunately, as we have already discussed, 
the amount available in support of the whole project will only be enough to 
cover the full airfare costs of 2 or atmost 3 others apart from FW Lawvere 
himself, and I feel these should be Holdsworth and McClarty, provided they are 
willing to contribute papers as invited. I very much hope it will be 
possible also for Michael Hallett to attend, if he is sufficiently recovered 


from his operation.
